Vermont State Department of Health 


Annual Town Report — 1961 


The following health services were available from State-Federal 
tax money and local voluntary contribution to protect the health of - 
the people of Wardsboro, along with the people of the other towns 
and cities in Vermont. A tabulation of the principal State Health 
Department services which the residents of your town used last 
year* follows: 


With the aim of keeping children well and helping handicapped 
children, wellchild and school conferences were attended by 0 child- 
ren. Nutrition and dietary consultations numbered 0. At the re- 
quest of attending doctors O children received pediatric consultations, 
1 received hospital diagnosis, 2 with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or 
neurological conditions received services’ or* appliances ‘through 
clinics for handicapped children and O were given financial aid 
toward hospitalization costs. Mental retardation clinic services were 
extended to 0 children. 


In the effort to control communicable disease 6 persons re- 
ceived chest x-rays; O children received immunizations, iincluding 
boosters, against diphtheria, whooping cough and/or tetanus. Polio 
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immunizations, including boosters, were given 0 children and adults 
in clinics and conferences, and 23 people obtained immunizations 
during the summer mobile polio program. The state laboratory per- 
formed tests on 5 water samples, 0 food and dairy products, 42 
blood specimens and 4 other specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and 
biologicals were distributed for protection against communicable 
diseases. 


There were 5 sanitary inspections or consultations made at the 
town’s food and lodging places and 8 concerning water supply, sew- 
age disposal, public buildings and other problems, to protect health 
through improved town sanitation. Services to maintain and improve 
adult health in industry included 0 chest X-rays and inspections and 
consultations at plants. In connection with the state licensing pro- 
gram and the Hill-Burton federal aid program for hospital and 
medical facility construction there were 1 inspections-consultations 
to hospitals, nursing homes and homes for the aged. 


Mental health services, through guidance clinics, educational 
meetings or consultations, were received by 0 persons and groups. 
_ Individual interviews with the physchiatrist, psychologist or psychi- 
atric social worker were given 1. Under the community mental 
health program to develop local projects for prevention, treatment 
or education in mental health, financial assistance and -staff con- 
sultations were available. | 


To promote better dental health, 0 consultations and services 
were provided groups or individuals on town or school dental health 
problems. 


In cancer work, 2 received diagnosis and treatment at tumor 
clinics or were financially helped with hospitalization costs. 


All programs: in the department offer educational services. 
Pamphlets, films, a news release and information service and speak- 
ers are available. A health educator is available to help town groups 
study their health problems and plan educational programs. 


The public health nurse served at well-child and school con- 
ferences, x-ray and immunization clinics, assisted by local people. 
She visited homes, doctors, and agencies, making 10S visits on be- 
half of 51 persons and community health activities. Her service is 
an essential element in the department’s program for health pro- 
motion, disease prevention, diagnosis, treatment and education.

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School Superintendent’s Report 


To the citizens of the Town of 


This year’s report is to be devoted entirely to the school program 
of our elementary school age children. :Like last year’s report it 
treats what has been done and what is being planned for the next 
school year. 


Windham Central District elementary schools have undergone a 
number of changes during the past year. Many of these changes have 
been minor and some have been drastic departures from the tradi- 
tional type school organization as we have known it in the district. 


Your attention is called to the “departmentalized” program in 
the Townshend upper grades and to the experimental introduction 
to “Modern Math’ as it is being carried out in the Winhall and 
Marlboro seventh grades. if | 


_ Throughout the district, this year and next, a more complete 
coverage of history and geography has been planned through the 
use of up-to-date maps and additional or supplementary textbooks. 
The social studies (history and geography) courses and, in some 
cases, the science programs have switched to “alternating pro- 
grams’. For example, a teacher of grades seven and eight is’ no. 
longer to divide her time teaching WORLD HISTORY to her seventh 
grade and AMERICAN HISTORY to her eighth grade. Instead, the 
teacher will teach AMERICAN HISTORY one year and WORLD 
HISTORY the following year. The program is so set up that no 
curriculum area is omitted. Social studies teaching time is no longer 
divided between grades and the ,teacher is able to do a more 
Satisfying teaching job. The advantages for the student are obvious; 
he has an opportunity to learn more. If the schools can provide the 
student with an opportunity to learn more coupled with a desire to 
learn more, elementary education will have advanced another step._ 


Everywhere in America school boards, citizens and educators 
are working for programs which will] improve the education of all 
students, from the slowest to the brightest. Many techniques and 
devices are being used in this constant search for higher quality, e.g. 
ungraded elementary schools, team-teaching, advanced placement 
programs, individualized reading programs, programed learning, 
“teaching machines”, etc. This year’s plans do not call for using any 
of these methods; however, we do plan to strengthen our present 
curriculm by starting elementary school libraries in our districts. 


First year plans in the library area call for a good collection of 
reference books and so-called “Children’s Classics”. The American 
Library Association’s BASIC BOOK COLLECTION RORS hiep- 
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MENTARY AND JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOLS has been selected as a 
guide and will be supplemented by teacher selection. 


The next session of the Vermont Legislature will act on a State 
Department of Education request which will ask funds for addition- 
al Special Education for Retarded Children throughout the state. A 
group to sponsor special education in the towns of Windham Central 
District is now being organized. The district towns now send five 
pupils to special classes in Bellows Falls and Brattleboro. There is a 
waiting list for special education and there are at least eight more 
children in our towns who are denied this special service because of 
a lack of facilities. ‘While no one will deny that these children de- 
serve priority in any system, the truth of the matter is that there 
are not enough special classes to meet our state’s needs. 


One further survey being conducted by the State Department is 
that which is attempting to identify the ‘Academically Talented” in 
the State of Vermont. The survey will determine the need for special 
programs for academically talented youngsters. 


Described above are short and long-range plans for the educa- 
tion of Vermont youngsters. Every citizen should be interested in 
seeing these plans carried out; they DO affect our future. 


I take this opportunity to thank citizens,school directors, pupils 
and school personnel for their patience and co-operative efforts dur- 
ing the past school year.
